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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 62. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 1 -2, 
"wherein said dielectric layer" should be changed to -wherein said first dielectric layer-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 1-2, 
"wherein said dielectric layer" should be changed to -wherein said first dielectric layer-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Double Patenting 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
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unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .1 30(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

5. Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3, 5 and 7 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,856,290. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the subject matter claimed in the instant application is 
fully disclosed in the patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: a first rectangular shaped 
dielectric layer (first dielectric layer); a plurality of rectangular shaped antenna elements; 
a frequency of approximately 2.25 GHz (a TM frequency band of 2200-2300 MHz; an 
antenna feed network; a main transmission line; a signal input (input terminal); a 
plurality of branch transmission lines; each of said branch transmission line including a 
plurality of probes (each of said branch transmission lines having one end thereof 
connected to one of said antenna elements); a pair of identical filters (said band-stop 
filter includes six etched copper open circuit stubs; and said pair of identical filters each 
comprise a 5-section band stop filter (i.e. each filter comprise main transmission line 
and three open circuit stubs). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 10-15 and 17-20 are allowed. 

7. Claims 2-5 and 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 10-15 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of each of the plurality of antenna elements including a tuning stub located on 
one side of the antenna element. It is this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is 
claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior 
art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 17-20 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of each of the eight antenna elements including a tuning stub located on one 
side of the antenna element. It is this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is 
claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior 
art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
